Claims 1 to 20 are pending in the application. Claims 1 to 20 are subject to a 
restriction requirement. Applicants desire to reply as follows: 



RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REOUIREMENT UNDER 35 USC §121 
The Examiner required restriction of claims 1 to 20, to one of the following Groups: 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a method of modulating DXR activity with a modulator 

II. Claim 12-16, drawn to a method of treating diseases with a DXR inhibitor 

III. Claims 1 7-20, drawn to a method of disinfecting a surface with a DXR 
inhibitor 
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Applicants traverse the restriction. While the groups identified may be distinct, they 
are not independent because search terms for one group will necessarily be shared with other 
groups. Therefore, doing searches on these groups combined would not be a significant 
burden on the Examiner. Nevertheless, in the interest of advancing the prosecution of this 
case. Applicants wish to make a provisional election of Group I, claims 1-11. Applicants 
retain the right to file divisional applications on the non-elected subject matter. 
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
